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ABSTRACT 

This report presents data on the income and poverty 
status of households, families, and individuals in ^'ne United States 
for the calendar year 1988. These data were compiled from information 
collected in the March 1989 Current Population Survey (CPS) conducted 
by the Bureau of the Census. The report is comprised of an 
introduction, highlights, and seven sections. The first section 
discusses household income in terms of region, type of residence, and 
type of household. The second section analyzes family income on the 
basis of race, Hispanic origin, family composition, and <xge of 
householder. The third section examines earnings of year-round, 
full-time workers. The fourth section presents per capita income 
figures. The fifth section examines poverty status in terms of the 
following factors: (1) age; (2) race and Hispanic origin; (3) 
regions; (4) farm/nonfarm residence; (5) metropolitan/nonmetropolitan 
residence; (6) poverty areas; (7) families, family composition, and 
unrelated individuals; (8) work experience of family householders; 
(9) educational attainment of family householders; and (10) income 
deficit. The sixth section compares trends in income and poverty 
using the official Consumer Price Index <CPI-U) and an experimental 
series (CPI-U-Xl). The seventh section discusses the effects of 
revisions in the March CPS processing system. The report inlcudes 65 
tables and 5 charts. The seven appendices, which comprise about half 
the document, include information on incorporating taxes and noncash 
benefits into the definition of income, estimates of income and 
poverty using the CPI-U-Xl, and sources and accuracy of data, as well 
as copies of CPS questionnaires. (AF)

NOTE: Income and poverty estimates in this report are the first to reflect a new 
processing system that has been incorporated into the March income supplement to 
the Current Population Survey, A description of the new procedures and their effect 
on income and poverty estimates can be found in the section discussing the 
revisions. The comparisons in this report between 1987 and 1988 data are based on 
the new processing procedures for both years. The tables in this report have also 
been redesigned. Table contents have been revised and expanded to reflect the 
changing needs of users. In addition, though official estimates of income and 
poverty in this report are based on the CPI-U, this is the first Census Bureau report 
to include information on the use of the CPI-U-X1 as a price index. Use of the 
CPI-U-X1 as a price deflator provides a different picture of economic progress during 
the past 15 years. However, trends since 1982 are similar since both indexes have 
been calculated using the same methodology since that year. See the report section 
on historical trends for a further discussion of price indexes and their effect on 
income and povorty estimates. 



INTRODUCTION 

This report presents data on the income and pov- 
erty status of households, families, and persons in the 
United States for the calendar year 1988. These data 
were compiled from information collected in the March 
1989 Current Population Survey (CPS) conducted by 
the Bureau of the Census. The survey consisted of 
approximately 58,000 households nationwide and was 
designed mainly to produce reliable national esti- 
mates, though some data by region and metropolitan 
residence were also compiled and appear in this 
report. 

The official rncome and poverty estimates in this 
report are based solely on money income before 
taxes and do not include the value of noncash benefits 
such as food stamps. Medicare, Medicaid, public 
housing and employer-provided fringe benefits. How- 
ever, appendix D contains estimates of the distribu- 
tion of income and prevalence of poverty before and 
after the inclusion of the vjlue of these types of 
benefits, while holding the official poverty thresholds 
constant. These estimates replace those that had 
previously been included in the Census Bureau's Tech- 
nical Paper series. 

This report differs from previous advance income 
reports in that year-to-year changes in both house- 
hold and family income are analyzed. Previous advance 
reports analyzed changes in family income only. Fam- 
ilies are groups of two or more persons related by 
birth, man'iage, or adoption who reside together. 
^ Households are more loosely defined; they consist of 
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any person or group of persons that occupy a housing 
unit. A person living alone (or a group of unrelated 
individuals sharing a housing unit) is included as a 
household but not as a family. Thus, the main differ- 
ence between household and family income mea- 
sures is that household income reflects virtually the 
entire CPS survey universe, while family income is 
restricted to the income of persons living in family 
units. 

The report begins with a section on household 
income, with year-to-year comparisons by region, 
type of residence, and type of household. This is" 
followed by a section on changes in family income by 
race, Hispanic origin, age of householder and family 
com position Sections on earnings of year-round, full- 
time workers and per capita income follow the family 
income section. 

C langes in poverty rates and the number of poor 
are shown for persons by race and Hispanic origin and 
geographic distribution. Changes in the poverty status 
of families are displayed by race, Hispanic origin, work 
experience, and education of householder. There is 
also a section on the amount of money it would take to 
raise the incomes of all poor families to their respec- 
tive poverty thresholds (income deficit). 

The report concludes with sections on the trends in 
money income and poverty status, and a discussion of 
the effects of the new CPS processing system on the 
estimates. Also included is an appendix on the effect 
of including noncash benefits. 
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HIGHLIGHTS 

(The figures in parentheses denote the 90-perccnt 
confidence intervals.) 

• Median household income in 1988 was $27,230 
(±$217), unchanged in real terms from 1987.'* This 
is the second consecutive year in which real house- 
hold income has remained unchanged, 

• Regionally, median household income increased 
by 3.7 (±1.9) percent in the Northeast and 2.6 
(±1.8) percent in the Midwest between 1987 and 
1988 in real terms, while median household income 
in the South and West remained unchanged, 

• The median income was $28,780 (±$276) for White 
households $16,410 (±$558) for Black households, 
and $20,360 (±$755) for Hispanic-origin house- 
holds. None of these figures was significantly dif- 
ferent from 1987 in real terms, 

• The income of Black married-couple family house- 
holds increased by 6.7 (±4.9) percent in real terms 
between 1987 and 1988. 

• For the first time since 1982, overall median family 
income did not increase in real terms. Median 
family income in 1988 was $32,190 (±$273). 

• Median earnings of year-round, full-time workers 
declined 1.3 (±0,8) percent for men and showed no 
change for women. 

• Real per capita income in 1988, $13,120 (±$120), 
increased 1.7 (±1.1) percent from 1987, reaching 
an all-time high. 

• The number of persons below the official govern- 
ment poverty level was 31.9 (±0.9) million in 1988, 
not significantly different from the 32.3 (±0.8) mil- 
lion poor in 1987. The poverty rate was 13.1 (±0,3) 
percent in 1988, not significantly different from the 
13.4 (±0.3) percent in 1987. 

• Both the number of poor and poverty rate have 
declined since 1983, the recent peak in these fig- 
ures, but both remain above their 1978 levels, the 
recent low-point in these figures, 

• About 53.0 (±1.5) percent of poor families were 
maintained by women with no spouse present. For 
poor Black families, 75.6 (±7.4) percent were main- 
tained by women with no spouse present, for White 
families the comparable figure was 43.5 (±1.9) 
percent, and for Hispanic-origin families 47.9 (± 1 3.7) 
percent. 



^Changes in real Income refer to comparisons after adjusimg for 
inflation. The percentage change In prices between 1987 and 1988 
was computed by dividing the annual average Consumer Price 
Index for all urban consumers (CPi-U) for 1988 by the annual 
average for 1987. See table A-1 In appendix A for the CPI's from 
1047 to 1988. 
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• About 48.3 (±1.5) percent of poor family house- 
holders worked in 1988, and 16.4 (±1.1) percent 
worked year-round, full-time. The former figure is 
not different from the 1987 percentage but the 
proportion who worked year-round, full-time was 
higher than the 1987 estimate of 14.6 (±1.0) per- 
cent. 

• In 1988 the poverty rate for children under 18 years 
was 19.7 (±0.6) percent, down slightly from the 
1987 fjgure of 20.5 (±0.6) percent. About 14.6 
(±0.6) percent of all White children were in families 
below the poverty level in 1988, compared with 
37.9 (±2.6) percent of children of Hispanic origin 
and 44.2 (±2.3) percent of Black children. 

^ The poverty rate for persons 65 years and over was 
12.0 (±0.6) percent in 1988, not significantly differ- 
ent from the 12.5 (±0.6) percent in 1987. 

• Poverty rates decrease dramatically as years of 
school completed increases: in 1988 the poverty 
rate was 20.8 (±0.9) percent for householders who 
had not completed high school, 8.9 (±0.5) percent 
for those who had graduated from high school but 
not attended college, and 3.5 (±0.3) percent for 
those with 1 or more years of college. 

• Using the official CPI-U as a price deflator, real 
median income did not change significantly between 
1973 and 1988. Use of CPI-U-X1 as a price deflator 
results in a 7.5 (±0.9) percent increase during this 
time period. 

• In 1988, the number of persons in poverty was 3.5 
million lower using the CPI-U-X1 to adjust poverty 
thresholds than using the CPI-U (28.3 (±0.9) million 
versus 31.9 (±0.9) million) and the poverty rate was 
1.5 percentage points lower (11.6 (±0.3) percent 
versus 13.1 (±0.3) percent). 

• The poverty rate was 10.5 (±0.3) percent in 1988 
(compared with the official figure of 13.1 (±0.3) 
percent) when certain noncash benefits (including 
Medicaid coverage, food stamps, rent subsidies, 
and free and reduced-price school lunches) were 
valued and included as income. 



HOUSEHOLD INCOME 

The median income of all households was $27,230 
in 1988, unchanged from 1987 after adjusting for the 
4. 1 percent increase in consumer prices. (See table A.) 
This is the second consecutive year in which real 
household income has remained unchanged. 

Region. For the second consecutive year, median 
income of households in the Northeast increased in 
real terms. The 1988 median income of households in

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the Northeast was $30,430 (the highest of any region), 
3.7 percent higher than the comparable 1987 median 
in real terms. Households in the Midwest ($27,540) 
were the only other group to experience a real increase 
in income (2.6 percent) between 1987 and 1988.2 
Households in the South ($24,610) and West ($28,840) 
did not experience changes in real income between 
1987 and 1988. 

/ Type of residence. Median household incomes are 
considerably higher in suburban areas than in central 

[ cities, especially in the suburbs of large metropolitan 
areas (those with populations of 1 million or more).^ 
The median household income in the suburbs of large 
metropolitan areas was $36,020 in 1988, compared 
with a median income of $28,920 for households in 
smaller metropolitan areas. The median incomes of 
households in central cities of large and small metro- 
politan areas were $24,510 and $23,440, respectively. 
Between 1987 and 1988, the only residential group to 
experience a significant change in real income was 
households in central cities of large metropolitan 
areas (3.4 percent increase). 

Type of household. Nonfamily households, with a 
median income of $16,150, experienced a real increase 
in income of 4.4 percent between 1987 and 1988. The 
median income of one-person households, a sub- 
group of nonfamily households, increased by 5.4 
percent in real terms, to a 1988 level of $13,980. 
Family households, however, with a 1982 median of 
$32,490, showed no significant change in their real 
income from 1987. 



FAMILY IWCOME 

In 1988,medianfamily income was $32,190, unchanged 
from 1987 in real terms. Prior to 1988, real median 
family income had increased for 5 consecutive years. 
Over the 1982-87 period, real family income rose by a 
total of 1 1 .8 percent, for an average annual increase of 
2.4 percent. 

Race, Hispanic origin, and family composition. In 
1988, the median incomes of White families ($33,920), 
Black families ($19,330), and families with a house- 
holder of Hispanic origin ($21,770) all remained unchanged 
in real terms. The ratios of Black-to-White and Hispanic- 
to-White family incomes were .57 and .64, respec- 
tively, also unchanged from 1987. 



^The difference between the percent Increase for the Northeast 
and Midwest was not statistically significant. 

^The term "suburban areas" as used here refers to that portion of 
metropolitan areas outside central cities. 
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In March of 1989, nearly 80 percent of all families 
were married couples and their 1988 median income 
was $36,390, unchanged from 1987 in real terms. The 
incomes of White and Hispanic married-couple fami- 
lies did not change between 1987 and 1988 in real 
terms, while the real median income of Black married 
couples increased by 6.8 percent. The ratio of Hispanic- 
to-White married couple median family income (.70) 
did not change between 1987 and 1988, while the 
Black-to-White married couple ratio increased from 
.77 in 1987 to .82 in 1988. Married couples account for 
83 percent of all White families, 70 percent of all 
Hispanic families, and 50 percent of all Black families. 

The median income in 1988 of families with a 
femal3 householder, no husband present was $15,350, 
unchanged from 1987 in real terms. The median 
income of White families with a female householder, 
no husband present was $17,670 in 1988, and the 
ratios of Black-to-White and Hispanic-to- White inconr.ep 
were both .60 (unchanged from 1987). Families with i 
female householder, no husband present accounted 
for 17 percent of all families-- 13 percent of White 
families, 23 percent of Hispanic-origin families, and 44 
percent of Black families. 

Age of householder. The only age group to experi- 
ence a change in real median income between 1987 
and 1988 was families with a householder between 
the ages of 45 and 54. The median income of these 
families ($42,190) declined by 2.2 percent between 
1987 and 1988. Their median was still the highest of 
any age group, 8.6 percent more than the next highest 
group (those with a householder 35 to 44 years old), 
and 31 percent more than the overall median of 
$32,190. 



EARNINGS OF YEAR-ROUND, FULL-TIME 
WORKERS 



The percentages of both men and women who 
worked year-round, full-time increased between 1987 
and 1988. The percentage of men working year- 
round, full-time rose from 67.6 percent in 1987 to 68.5 
percent in 1988. For women, the increase was from 
50.4 percent to 51.5 percent. The median earnings in 
1988 for men working year-round, full-time ($26,660) 
was 1.3 percent lower than the comparable 1987 
median in real terms. This represents the first decline 
in the real earnings of men since 1982. The median 
earnings of women in 1988, $17,610, did not change 
in real terms. The ratio of women's to men's earnings 
in 1988 was .66, unchanged from the 1987 ratio. This 
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earnings ratio has increased from .62 in 1982, (and .60 
in 1980), as women's earnings have generally been 
increasing faster than men's earnings throughout the 
1980's/ 

PER CAPITA INCOME 

In 1988, per capita income was $13,120, up 1.7 
percent from 1987 in real terms. Per capita incomes 
forWhites and Blacks were $13,900 and $8,270, respec- 
tively, both higher than their 1987 levels in real terms. 
The 1 988per capita for Hispanics vyas $7,960, unchanged 
from 1987 in real terms.^ 

Per capita income in 1988 was at an all time high in 
real terms. Real per capita income has risen steadily 
since 1982, the end of our last recessionary period. 

Per capita income is computed by dividing the total 
aggregate money income by the total population. 
Basically, it is the amount of income per person, for 
every man, woman, and child in the CPS noninstitu- 
tional population. Per capita income differs from fam- 
ily income in that it includes the income of all persons, 
whereas family income is restricted to the income of 
related persons living in households. Changes in fam- 
ily income do not, therefore, reflect the changes in 
income for other segments of the population, such as 
unrelated individuals. Changes in living arrangements, 
such as declines in average family size or decreases in 
the proportion of families maintained by married cou- 
ples, can affect the measurement of family income^ 
Use of per capita income provides a measure that 
includes all population segments and that is less 
affected by changes in living arrangements.® 

POVERTY STATUS 

The number of persons below the official Govern- 
ment poverty level was 31.9 million in 1988, represent- 
ing 13.1 percent of the Nation's population. Neither 
the number of poor nor the poverty rate were statis- 
tically different from the corresponding 1987 figures 
of 32.3 million poor and poverty rate of 13.4 percent.^ 
Since 1983, which was a recent high point for the 
number of persons below poverty, both the number

difference between 1988 per capita incomes of Blacks and 
Hispanics was not statistically significant. 

main problem with per capita income measures lies in the 
fact that they don't take Into account the economies of scale that 
allow people to live less expensively together than separately. 

^The comparisons between 1988 and 1987 figures in this section 
use data produced with the new processing procedure for both 
years. See section on new processing procedures for further 
explanation of the processing differences. 
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of poor and the poverty rate have declined, although 
the year-to-year changes in these figures have not 
been statistically significant in every case. But the 
number of poor and the poverty rate in 1988 remain 
well above their 1978 levels—whic! ' was a recent low 
point in these figures during the economic expansion 
that lasted from March 1975 to January 1980. Trends 
since 1959 in the number of poor and poverty rate are 
discussed in more depth in the historical trends sec- 
tion. 

The poverty definition used here is that adopted for 
official Government use by the Office of Management 
and Budget and consists of a set of money income 
thresholds that vary by family size and composition. 
Falriilies or individuals with income below their appro- 
priate thresholds are classified as below the poverty 
level. The poverty thresholds are updated every year 
to reflect changes in the Consumer Price Index (CPl- 
U). For example, the average poverty threshold for a 
family of four was $12,091 in 1988, $11,611 in 1987, 
and $11,203 in 1986. Average thresholds varied in 
1988 from $6,024 for a person living alone to $24,133 
for a family of nine or more members. See appendix 
table A-2 for average weighted poverty thresholds in 
1988 by family size. 

Age, Half of the Nation's poor in 1988 were either 
children under IByecrs (39.5 percent) or elderly (10.9 
percent). The poverty rate for children continues, as it 
has since 1975, to be higher than any other age group. 
The poverty rate for the elderly exceeded that for 
children until about 1973. In 1988 the poverty rate for 
all children under 18 years was 19.7 percent (23.3 
percent for children under age 3), 10.5 percent for 
persons 18 to 64 years, and 12.0 percent for the 
eiderly. (See figure 1.) The poverty rate for persons 
under 18 years decreased slightly between 1987 and 
1988. The rates for the other age groups did not 
change significantly. 

Though the poverty rate for the elderly was lower in 
1988 than that for the nonelderly, a higher proportion 
of elderly than nonelderly were concentrated just over 
their respective poverty threshold (i.e,,between 100 
percent and 125 percent of their threshold). Conse- 
quently one of five "near poor" persons was elderly, 
compared with 1 of 10 persons below the official 
poverty level. 

Race and Hispanic origin. The poverty rates for per- 
sons by race and Hispanic origin did not change 
between 1987 and 1988, with the 1988 rate for Whites 
at 10.1 percent, for Blacks at 31.6 percent, and for 
persons of other races at 20.0 percent. The poverty 
rate for persons of Hispanic origin was 26.8 percent. 
The relationship between the poverty rates for White 
persons. Blacks, and persons of Hispanic origin —the 
latter having rates intermediate between Whites and

Blacks— holds generally regardless of age. For exam- 
ple, for children younger than 18 years, the poverty 
rate in 1988 was 14.6 percent for White children, 37.9 
percent for children of Hispanic origin and 44.2 per- 
cent for Black children. 

Even though the poverty rate for Whites was lower 
than that for the other groups mentioned above, the 
majority of poor persons in 1988 were White (65.1 
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percent). Blacks constituted 29.6 percent of all per- 
sons below the poverty level, and the remaining 5.3 
percent were persons of "other" races. About 16.9 
percent of the poor in 1988 were persons of Hispanic 
origin. Such persons may be of any race, but the vast 
majority (over 90 percent) are included in the White 
racial category in the Current Population Survey. 
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Regions. The poverty rate in 1988 remains highest in 
the South (16.2 percent) followed by thy West (12.7 
percent) and Midwest (1 1.5 percent). As has bean the 
case since 1935, the Northeast had the fewest ^ate 
(10.2 percent). The Midwest was, however, the only 
region that had a statistically signrficant change between 
1987 and 1988; the poverty rate declined by 1 u 
percentage points and the number of poor by 600,000. 
The South had a disproportionately large share of the 
Nation's poverty population: 42.6 percent of the poor 
lived in the South in 1988, compared with 33.1 pel cent 
of U.S. population above the povarty level. 

Farm/nonfarm residence. There was no significant 
change between 1987 and 1983 in either the number 
of poor or poverty rates of persons living on farms or 
in nonfarm residences, unlike the large drop in pov- 
erty rate and number of farm poor that occurred 
between 1986 and 1987. Hov/ever, for the second 
consecutive year, there was no statistical difference 
between the farm and nonfarm poverty rates (13.1 
percent for nonfarm and 12.4 percent for farm). Typ- 
ically, the poverty rate has been higher for the farm 
than nonfarm population.^ 

Metropolftan/nonmetropolitan residence. The 1988 
poverty rate in nonmetropolitan areas (16.0 percent) 
exceeded that for the Nation's metropolitan statistical 
areas (12.2 percent). There was no change between 
1987 and 1G88 in the number of poor or poverty rates 
in these areas of residence. The povert/ rate in central 
cities was 18.3 percent compared with 8.3 percent in 
suburban areas. Both rates were unchanged between 
1987 and 1988. 

As has historically been the case, the poor in 1988 
were somewhat less concentrated in metropolitan 
areas (72.6 percent) than the nonpoor (78.4 percent). 
The majority of poor metropolitan residences were in 
central cities (59.1 percent), while nonpoor metropol- 
itan residences were concentrated in suburban areas 
(63.1 percent). 

Poor Hispanic-origin persons were more concen- 
trated in metropolitan areas than the White poor as a 
whole or the Black poor. About 90 percent of poor 
Hispanics lived in metropolitan areas, compared with 
78.0 percent of poor Blacks and 69.7 percent of poor 
Whites. Within metropolitan areas, 49.9 percent of 
poor Whites lived in central cities, compared with 75.8 
percent of poor Blacks and 67.3 percent of poor 
persons of Hispanic origin. 



Poverty,' «reas. About 41.0 porcent of Xhu Nation's 
poor in 1S38 lived in areas of high poverty concentra- 
tion (pover^; areas).® While the majority of the 13.1 
millior poor poverty area residents lived in central 
rJities (59.6 percent), 26.6 percent lived outside met- 
ropolitan areas, and 13.8 percent lived in subuu^n 
areas. Within such areas, the poverty rate was some- 
v/hal higher en large city poverty areas than else- 
wi^ere: 38.2 percent in large central cities, 33.1 per- 
cent in suburban poverty areas, and 27.4 percent in 
nonmetropolitan pover**; are^s. None of these 1988 
poverty rates were ststisticv Afferent from the com- 
parable percentages in 198/ 

Blacks living in cities wetv viore concentrated in 
poverty areas than Whites or persons of Hispanic 
origin. About 56.3 percent of Blacks living in central 
cities lived in poverty areas, and 73.5 percent of poor 
Blacks living in cities were concentrated in poverty 
areas. For Whites, the comparable percentages of city 
dwellers in poverty areas were only 17.9 percent for 
the total population and 44.2 percent of the poor; for 
Hispanics the percentages were 49.1 percent of the 
total population and 66.7 of the poor. 

Families, family composition, and unrelated individ- 
uals. The poverty rate for families was 10.4 percent in 
1988, unchanged from 1987 The poverty rates did not 
change significantly between 1987 and 1988 by type 
of family. Married-couple families continued to have 
the lowest rate (5.6 percent) followed by those with a 
male householder, no wife present 1 1 1.8 percent), and 
families with a female householder, no husband present 
(33.5 percent in 1988). (See figure 2.) White families 
had a lower poverty rate overall (7.9 percent in 1988), 
as well as by type of family, than Blacks (28.2 percent 
overall), or families with a householder of Hispanic 
origin (23.7 percent overall).'^^ The lower overall pov- 
erty rate for Hispanic origin, compared with Black 
families was the result of different distributions by 
family type between the two groups. The poverty 
rates within type of family for Hispanic-origin families 
exceeded or were not different from those for Blacks. 
For example, the poverty rate for Hispanic-origin mar- 
ried couples was 16.1 percent in 1988, compared with 
11.3 percent for Blacks; and about 49 percent of both 
Black and Hispanic families with a female householder 
and no husband present v^ere below the poverty level 
in 1988. However, female-householder families con- 
stituted 75.6 percent of all poor Black families, com- 
pared with 47.9 percent of poor Hispanic-origin fami- 
lies.

Poverty rates for families in 1988 tended to decrease 
with increasing age of householder (from 29.7 for 
those under age 25 to 6.6 percent for those with a 
householder 65 and over), as well as with years of 
school completed by the householder and the num- 
ber of workers in the family. Poverty rates for families 
increased as family size increased. 



Overall in 1988, 42.1 percent of all poor families 
were maintained by a married couple, while 53.0 
percent were maintained by a woman with no spouse 
present. Neither figure was statistically different from 
its 1987 counterpart. The proportion of female house- 
holder families among all poor families leveled off in 
the early 1 980's and was actually slightly lower in 1 985 
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than in 1978 (48.1 percent versus 50.1 percent). How- 
ever, in the past three years this proportion has 
exceeded the 1985 figure. In 1988, 12.3 percent of 
nonpoor families were maintained by a female house- 
holder with no spouse present. 

Persons in families represented 75.8 percent of the 
poor in 1988 and an additional 2.0 percent lived in 
unrelated subfamilies. (Unrelated subfamilies are com- 
posed of persons related to each other but not related 
to the person or couple maintaining the household.) 
The poverty rate for persons in families was 11.6 
percent in 1988 (unchanged from 1987), while 55.4 
percent of the 1.1 million persons in the Nation's 
unrelated subfamilies were poor in 1988. (The latter 
rate was also not significantly different from the 1987 
estimate). 

The 7.1 million unrelated individuals (persons living 
alone or with nonrelatives only) who were poor in 
1988 accounted for 22.2 percent of the poverty pop- 
ulation (compared with only 14.1 percent of the total 
U.S. population)." Neither the number of poor unre- 
lated persons or their poverty rate (20.6 percent in 
1988) changed significantly between 1987 and 1988. 
The nun/oer of poor male unrelated individuals, how- 
ever, increased slightly during this period, although 
their poverty rate remained unchanged (17.7 percent). 
Neither the number of pcor female unrelijted individ- 
uals, who represented 5S.8 percent of all poor unre- 
lated individuals, nor their poverty rate (23.1 percent 
in 1988} changed between 1987 and 1988. 

Work oxperience of family householders. Among 
poor family householders, 48.3 percent worked in 
1988 and 16.4 percent worked year-round, full-time. 
The latter figure is a significant increase from 14.6 
percent in 1987, the former figure is not statistically 
different from the 1987 figure. For comparison, 79,8 
percent of nonpoor family householders worked in 
1988 and 63.4 percent worked year-round, full-time. 

In 56.5 percent of poor married-couple families the 
householder worked in 1988, with 25.3 percent work- 
ing year-round, full-time. About 38.5 percent of married- 
couple householders who did not work in 1988 indi- 
cated retirement as the reason, while 34.3 percent 
gave illness or disability as the reason, and the remain- 
ing 27.2 percent gave a reason such as unable to find 
work, keeping house, or going to school.''^ For non- 
poor married-couple householders, the vast majority 
(75.8 percent) of those who did not work were retired. 

In 41 .6 percent of poor female householder families 
with no spouse present, the householder worked in

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1988, with 9.5 percent working year-round, full-time. 
The comparable percentages for nonpoor women 
householders with no spouse present were 76.5 per- 
cent who worked in 1988 and 56.1 percent worked 
year-round, full-time. The predominant reason given 
by those who did not work was family responsibilities 
for poor female householders, with 65.3 percent giv- 
ing this reason. Unlike poor families maintained by 
women with no spouse present nonpoor female 
householder families whose householder did not work 
in 1988 generally contained no related children under 
18 years. Thus, family responsibilities was given by 
only 28.0 percent as the reason for not working. For 
these nonpoor families the most common reason for 
not working was retirement, with 44.2 percent giving 
this response. 

About 59 percent of ell poor families in 1988 con- 
tained at least one persc n who worked in that year. 
There were 1.2 million poor families (17.9 percent of 
all poor families) with two or more workers in 1988. 
The majority of the Nation's nonpoor families had two 
or more workers in 1988 (62.7 percent). Poverty rates 
tended to decrease as number of workers in the family 
increased, from 29.8 percent for families with no 
workers to 2.2 percent for families with three or more 
workers. 

Educational attainment of family householders. About 
49.4 percent of the poor family householders 25 years 
old and older were high school graduates in 1988, 
compared with 79.8 percent of nonpoor household- 
ers. Although 17.9 percent of poor householders had 
not completed the eighth grade, 14.9 percent had 
completed 1 or more years of college. Nevertheless 
poverty rates decrease dramatically as years of school 
completed increases: the poverty rate was 20.8 per- 
cent for householders who had not completed high 
school, 8.9 percent for those who had graduated from 
high school but not attended college, and 3.5 percent 
for householders who had completed 1 or more years 
of college. This general relationship exists regardless 
of race or Hispanic oripin although large differences 
exist among these groups within education category. 
For example, 24.7 percent of Black family household- 
ers who were high school graduates (but had not 
completed any college years) were below the poverty 
level in 1988, while 16.0 percent of Hispanic house- 
holders and only 6.8 percent of White householders 
with comparable education were poor. 

Income deficit. In 1988, the average amount of money 
needed to raise the incomes of all poor families to 
their respective poverty threshold was $4,851, not 
significantly different from the 1987 figure of $4,827 
(in constant 1988 dollars). This amounts to a deficit 
per family member of $1,395 in 1988. The average 
income deficit for ooor families with a female house- 
holder and no spouse present ($5,206) was higher 
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than that for married-couple families ($4,432). This 
difference is compounded by the fact that poor fami- 
lies with a female householder were smaller than 
poor, married-couple families. The deficit per family 
member was $1,592 in 1988 for families with a female 
householder (no spouse present), compared with $1,161 
for married-couple families. 

For unrelated individuals the average income defi- 
cit was $2,616 in 1988, slightly lower than the $2,685 
in 1987 (in 1988 dollars). For women, the average 
deficit in 1988 for unrelated persons was $2,314, 
lower than the $3,064 for men. 

Another gauge of the relative distance of the poor 
from the poverty level is the proportion below speci- 
fied fractions of their respective poverty thresholds. 
For all poor persons, 40.1 percent were in families (or 
were unrelated individuals) whose total income in 
1988 was below one-half of their respective poverty 
threshold. This fraction was not different from the 
1987 fraction, but has increased during the 19S0's.''3 

In 1988, xherr, were 10.4 million poor persons 
whose family or ^:<5rsonal (in the case of unrelated 
individuals) income was between 75 percent and 99 
percent of their poverty threshold. These persons 
represented 32.5 percent of all poor persons. A similar 
number of persons (10.8 million) had "near poor" 
income in 1988— that is, income more than their 
respective poverty threshold but below 125 percent of 
their thre&^iold. 

TRENDS IN INCOME AND POVERTY USING 
THE CPI-U VERSUS CPI-U-X1 

In order to accurately assess changes overtime in 
economic well-being, an adjustment for cost of living 
changes is required. Incomes from different years 
need to be made comparable by evaluating them in 
dollars with the same purchasing power. In order to 
adjust for cost of living changes, the Census Bureau 
uses the official Consumer Price Index (CPI-U), which 
is provided by the Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLS). 
This is an index of the cost of a market basket of 
goods and services representing the average con- 
sumption of the urban population. The Census Bureau 
uses the CPI-U in order to (1) adjust annual poverty 
thresholds for inflation and (2) compare changes in 
real income over time. 

According to many analysts, prior to 1 983 the CPI-U 
measured housing costs in a way that led to excessive 
growth in the index during the late 1970's when 
interest rates increaseld rapidly. In particular, the hous- 
ing component of the CPI-U gave inordinate weight to 
the costs of newly purchased homes, including both

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the purchase price and mortgage interest rates, as 
well as property taxes, insurance, and maintenance 
costs. As a result of the large weights assigned to 
homeownership costs, many analysts think that the 
CPI-U overstated the true rise in living costs in the late 
1970's. 

In 1983, the BLS began using a revised method to 
calculate the CPI-U.This method uses estimates of the 
cost of renting equivalent housing to measure home- 
ownership costs, and as a result it is less affected by 
changes in houjing prices and mortgage rates. The 
official CPI-U time series is based on the old method- 
ology prior to 1983 and on the new methodology for 
the years 1983 to the present. 

In order to create a consistent series over time, the 
BLS also created an experimental series (CPI-U-X1) 
based on the new methodology for the entire 1967-82 
period. The availability of the experimental series has 
raised important measurement issues for analysts 
concerned with ihe accuracy of time series data that 
have been adjusted for price changes (See Appendix 
E, "Bureau of Labor Statistics' Statement on the Use of 
the CPI-U-X1"). The official CPl-U shows an increase 
of 254.3 percent over the 1967-88 period. When the 
experimental CPI-U-X1 values are substituted for the 
official CPI-U values for Ihe years 1967 to 1982, the 
resulting index shows an increase of only 222.2 per- 
cent over the 1967-88 period. Using 1967 as the base 
year, the 1988 CPI-U-X1 (322.2) was 90.9 percent of 
the CPI-U (354.3), implying that the CPI-U overstated 
the change in cost of living over this period by 9.1 
percent. 

Family income. While family income trends since 
1982 are identical using the CPI-U or CPI-U-X1 (since 
both indexes have been calculated using the same 
methodology since 1982) differences emerge in the 
picture of economic progress during the 1970's and 
early 1980's when the two indexes are used for time 
series comparisons. As stated above, real family income 
did not change in 1988, following five consecutive 
years of family income growth. (See table B.) Between 
1982 and 1988, real family income has increased by a 
total of 12.1 percent. Based on the official CPI-U, 
family income in 1 988 was comparable to that of 1 973, 
when median family income reached its peak level 
before a series of recessions resulted in substantial 
declines in family income. 

The first in these series of recessions, lasting from 
November of 1973 through March 1975, resulted in a 
6.0 percent decline in real family income. The second 
and third recessionary periods lasting from January 
1980 to July 1980 and from Juiy 1981 to November 
1982, respectively, resulted in an overall real decline 
in family income of 10.0 percent. 

Use of the CPI-U-X1 as a price deflator provides a 
different picture of economic progress during the past

15 years (see figure 3). Based on the CPI-U-X1, median 
family income increased by 7.5 percent between 1973 
and 1988 in real terms (there was no statistically 
significant change using the CPl-U). The Impact of the 
recessionary periods in the 1970's and early 1980's is 



lessened with the use of the CPI-U-X1 as an inflation 
index. Between 1973 and 1975,family income adjusted 
by CPI-U-X1 declined by 4.5 percent (compared with a 
6.0 percent decline using the CPI-U) and by 7,4 per- 
cent between 1979 and 1982 (compared with 10.0

the same 12.1 percent real increase under either CPI 
index since both have been calculated using the same 
, methodology since 1982. 

The number of poor and poverty rate. Poverty data 
based on the official definition were first tabulated for 
1959. As directed by the Office of Management and 
Budget year-to-year adjustments for inflation are made 
to the poverty thresholds based on the official CPI-U. 

Using this definition, the poverty rate fell dramati- 
cally in the 1960's, decreasing from 22.4 percent in 
1959 to 12.1 percent in 1969, while the number of 
poor declined from 39.9 million to 24.1 million. Between 
1970 and 1977, the size of the poverty population 
fluctuated between 23.0 and 25.9 million, and the 
poverty rate ranged from 11.1 percent to 12.6 percent. 
Then from 1978to 1983, the poverty rate increased by 
33 percent, from 1 1 .4 percent to 15.2 percent, and the 
number of poor increased from 24.5 million to 35.3 
million (table C). Since 1983, however, both the num- 
ber of poor and the poverty rate have declined, 
although the year-to-year changes in these figures 
have not necessarily been statistically significant. Both 
the number of poor and the poverty rate in 1988 were 
above their 1978 levels. 

Since the effect of adjusting poverty thresholds for 
inflation is cumulative, lower inflation in the pnst 
would result in lower current thresholds. If poverty 
thresholds had been updated between 1967 and 1982 
based on the experimental CPI-U-X1 rather than the 
official CPI-U, they would be approximately 9 percent 
lower now ano fewer people would have been classi- 
fied as below me poverty level during this period, as 



well as currently.14 Appendix F presents poverty esti- 
mates based on poverty thresholds calculated using 
the CPI-U-X1. 

Similar trends in poverty are observed regardless 
of the CPI used, but the use of the CPI-U-X1 produces 
lower estimates of the prevalence of poverty (see 
figures 4 and 5).^^ In 1 988, for example, the number of 
persons below poverty was 3.5 million lower using the 
CPI-U-X1 (28.3 versus 31.9 million) and the poverty 
rate was 1 .5 percentage points lower (1 1 .6 versus 13.1 
percent). The use of the CPI-U-X1 index produces 
estimated poverty rates of 10,5 percent in 1974, 10.4 
percent in 1978, 13.5 percent in 1983, and 11.6 per- 
cent in 1988. The official estimates (based on the 
CPI-U) for these years are 11.2 percent in 1974, 11.4 
percent in 1978, 15.2 percent in 1983, and 13.1 per- 
cent in 1 988.16 Both series show a sharp increase from 
1978 to 1983 and a decline from 1983 to 1988. The 
1988 rate in both series is significantly higher than the 
1978 rate. 

It should be noted that which CPI index is most 
appropriate is only one of many issues surrounding 
the accuracy of the current poverty definition. The 
resolution of some of the other poverty definition 
questions would have considerably more impact on 
the number of poor and poverty rate. Other defini- 
tional issues include (1) the food-to-total income ratio 
inherent in the current definition; (2) the use of differ- 
ent thresholds for the elderly in one- and two-person 



For example, the average poverty threshold for a four-person 
family would be $12,092 in 1988 based on the official CPI-U, but 
$10,997 in 1988 if the CPNU-Xl had been used since 1967.

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households; (3) how and whether to incorporate the 
value of medical benefits and other noncash benefits; 
(4) the exclusion of the homeless in the CPS since it is 
a household survey; (5) the use of pre-tax or after-tax 
income; (6) regional cost of living differences; and (7) 
tha inclusion of assets and liabilities.^^ 



REVISIONS TO THE MARCH CPS 
PROCESSING SYSTEM 

Between 1988 and 1989 a new computer process- 
ing system was introduced for the March Current 
Population Survey. This processing system rewrite 
was long overdue; the system in use before this year 
was first introduced in March 1976 and was never fully 
updated to reflect the numerous questionnaire changes 
that have taken place since that time. In addition, the 
programs used to process the CPS file were written in 
a computer language that is being phased out of use 
at the Census Bureau. While the March 1989 file is the 
first to reflect this new processing system, the March 
1988 file has been reprocessed based on these new 
procedures in order to: 1) better evaluate the new 
processing procedures, and 2) allow year-to-year com- 
parisons to be made between income years 1987 and 
1988 using a consistent processing system. All 1987- 
88 comparisons in this report are based on the new 
processing procedures for both years. 

While the following section deals mainly with mod- 
ifications to the March imputation procedures and 
their subsequent effect on income and poverty esti- 
mates, it should be pointed out that all of the process- 
ing programs were rewritten this year, so that not only 
is the new file based on a somewhat different impu- 
tation systom, it also reflects a rewritten weighting 
system, data acceptance program, family relationship 
edits, and new procedures to match income supple- 
ment records to the monthly CPS file. As a result, it is 
difficult to ascertain whether differences (especially 
those based on relatively small bases) are the result of 
imputation or other processing differences between 
the original and revised files. 

Since the Census Bureau began imputing for miss- 
ing income data on the CPS in 1962, there have been 
three major revisions to the processing system (in 
1967, 1976, and 1989). Through all of these revisions, 
the basic strategy used tc make imputations has 
remained the same. This approach, commonly referred 
to as "hot deck" imputation, assigns missing responses

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to sample persons with information from matched 
sample persons with similar demographic and eco- 
nomic information who answered these questions."*^ 
Under the new March processing system, there 
were three i lain modifications to the income imputa- 
tion programs ' 

1. The edits and imputations were expanded to 
reflect the full detail of the March income ques- 
tionnaire. The original processing system was still 
based on a less detailed CPS income question- 
naire that has not been in use since 1980. 

2. Under the revised processing procedures, entire 
sets of March income and noncash benefits data 
were imputed to supplement noninterviews from 
the same interviewed person. Under the original 
processing procedures, earnings, unearned income, 
and noncash benefits were imputed in separate 
stages during the processing system. Thus, the 
new processing system imputes noninterviews 
more efficiently and is better able to preserve the 
correlation between earnings, unearned income, 
and noncash benefits. 

3. Both the old and new processing systems employ 
what are called "statistical matches" to link sam- 
ple cases with repoited data to those requiring 
imputation for missing responses. In the original 
processing system, under certain circumstances, 
reported data was removed and replaced with 
imputed data during the statistical matching pro- 
cess. Under the new system, reported data are 
never removed. This was accomplished by expand- 
ing the number of statistical matches in the income 
imputation system. 



Results of Revised Processing Procedures 

Aggregate incomes. The most significant change brought 
about by the new processing system was the expan- 
sion of the imputation system to reflect the full detail 
of the CPS income questionnaire. The original pro- 
cessing system was designed to process CPS ques- 
tionnaires in use prior to 1980, with eight separate 
dollar amounts (other than earnings) on every adult 
record. The introduction of a new income question- 
naire in 1980 allowed the identification of 46 separate 
types of income other than earnings. Until this year, 
these 46 income types were combined into the eight 
original income types (shown in table D) prior to 
imputation for missing responses. As a result, the 
imputation system has never reflected the full detail of 
the CPS income questionnaire now in use. Under the

for the first time it is possible to determine the exact estimates from the old and new processing systems, 
amounts for each type of unearned income identified combined into the old processing system dollar amcunt 
on the CPS questionnaire.

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fields. Overall, aggregate income under the new pro- 
cessing system totalled $2,988.8 billion, 0.9 percent 
higher than fne original aggregate. The aggregate for 
income other than earnings was $598.2 billion, 2.8 
percent higher than the comparable figure under the 
old processing system. This difference is the result of 
two factors: 1) xae greater level of detail of the new 
imputations, and 2) the fact that there are more impu- 
tations under the new processing system. These addi- 
tional imputations can be explained by the following 
example: Dividends, rents and royalties, and estates 
and trusts were combined into one dollar amount in 
the original processing system. A ^person receiving 
both rental and dividend income who reported a 
rental amount but no dividend amount would not 
have been imputed dividends under the old system, 
since these two amounts were combined prior to 
imputation and amounts were only imputed to income 
fields that were completely blank. Under the new 
system, a separate dividend amount would be imputed 
to this person. As a result of the greater number of 
imputations under the new system and the greater 
detail of the imputations that would have occurred 
under either processing system, the new imputation 
system results in higher aggregate incomes in each of 
the unearned income types (with the exception of 
Supplemental Security Income). 

Poverty status. As would be expected, poverty rates 
are somewhat lower under the new processing sys- 
tem. Given the amount of aggregate income added by 
the new processing procedures, changes in the esti- 
mated number of persons below poverty (from 32.5 to 
32.3 million) and the poverty rate (from 13.5 to 13.4 
percent) were quite small, indicating that the persons 
most affected by the new processing system were not 
those who were close to the poverty line (see table E). 
The poverty rates of White persons (10.4 percent) 
Black persons (32.6 percent) and those of Hispanic 
origin (28.1 percent) were all somewhat lower under 
the revised processing system. Poverty rates were 
also lower in each age group, with the exception of 
persons who were 65 years old and over. The poverty 
rate of elderly persons grew slightly (0.3 of a percent- 
age point) under the revised procedures. It is likely 
that this increase is attributable to an ability under the 
new imputation procedures to differentiate between 
pensions with typically low dollar amounts (survivor 
or disability payments) and higher-paying (retirement) 
pensions. Persons in each of the four regions experi- 
enced declines in their poverty rates, with the excep- 
tion of those living in the South. Their poverty rate 
(16.1 percent) remained the same. 

The number of families with income below poverty 
declined from 7.1 to 7.0 million under the processing 
system, and the poverty rate of all families declined 
from 10.8 to 10.7 percent Married-couple families and 

er|c 



those with a female householder, no husband present, 
experienced similar declines in their poverty rates (0.2 
and 0.1 of a percentage point, respectively). 

Incomes of households, families, and persons. Median 
household income in 1987 increased by $70 under the 
now processing system, from $25,990 to $26,060 (see 
table F). i he increase for Black households ($200) was 
somewhat larger than the increase for White house- 
holds ($30). As a result, the ratio of Black-to-White 
household income increased slightly under the new 
processing system (from 0.56 to 0.57). The ratio of 
Hispanic-to-WhIte household income remained the

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same under the new procossing system (0.70). House- 
holds in metropolitan and nonmetropolitan areas expe- 
rienced similar increases under the new processing 
system {$90 and $80, respectively), and household 
incomes increased in all regions except the West. 

Median family income under the new processing 
system was $30,970 in 1987, representing an increase 
of $120 over the original median. The increase ui 
income of married-couple families under the new 
procedures ($180) was somewhat higher than the 
Increase income of families with a female house- 
holder, no husband present ($60). 

Estimated median incomeo of both men and women 
were higher under the new processing system. 
Among year-round, full-time workers, the increases 
were similar ($20 and $60, respectively), so that the 
female/male income ratio among year-round, full-time 
workers in 1987 (.66) remained unchanged under the 
new processing system. 

Summary. The jnajor goal of the revisions to this 
year's March processing system was to expand the 
imputation system to take full advantage of the CPS 
income questionnaire. Outside of what should be 
considered minor modifications, tha basic concepts 
and the information used to impute missing aata did 
not change between the original and revised process- 
ing systems. Thus, while the new sy!*tem results in 
significantly higher aggregates for mosttypes of unearned 



income, the effect of the new processing procedures 
on the summer/ measures that are used to measure 
year-to-year changes is really quite small. To put this 
current revision in perspective, the last processing 
revision (introduced in 1976) resulted in a decline in 
the percentage of persons in poverty of 3.4 percent. 
The comparable decline under this processing revi- 
sion was 0.6 percent. However, any revision to the 
March processing system results in a o.sruption to the 
income and poverty time series. Though it appears 
that this revision resulted in relatively minor changes, 
caution snould be used when comparing CPS data 
prior to March 1988 wi?"^ March 198>9 CPS figures.

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Appendix A. Definitions and Explanations 



Population coverage. This report includes the civilian 
noninstitutional population of the United Sitates (the 
50 States and the District of Columbia) and members 
of the Armed Forces living off post or with their 
families on post, but excludes all other menr.bers of 
the Armed Forces. The poverty data also exclude 
unrelated individual, under 15 yoars of age. Poverty 
rates exclude inmates of institutions, Arnied Forces 
members in barracks, and unrelated individuals under 
15 years from the denominator as well a& numerator. 

Money income. Income distributions and income 
summary measures (such as medians and means) 
shown in this report are limited to money inconne 
before payments of Federal, State, local, or Social 
Security (FICA) taxes and before wy other t/pes of 
deductions, such as union dues ar/d Medicare premi- 
ums. Total money :ome is the f;um of the amounts 
received frcrr • 5 and salaries, self-employment 
income (includin^ as). Social Security, Supplemen- 
tal Security Incor ubiic assistance, interest, divi- 
dends, rent, royaltiet*, estates or trusts. Veterans' pay- 
ments, unemployment and workers' compensations, 
private and government retirement and disability pen- 
sions, alimony, child support, and any other source of 
money income which was regularly received. Capital 
gains (or losses) and lump-sum or one-time payments 
such as life insurance settlements are excluded. 

Median income. The rriedian inconvi is the amount 
which divides the distribution into iNo equal groups, 
one having incomes ebove iho meoian, and the other 
having incomes below the median. 

Mean income. The mean income is the amount obtained 
by dividing the total income of a group by the number 
of units in that group. 

Per capita income. Per capita income is the mean 
income computed for every man, woman, and child in 
a particular group. It is derived by dividing the total 
income of a particular group by the total population 
(excluding patients or inmatv^s in institutional quarters) 
in that group. 

GinI ratio. The Gini ratio (or index of income concen- 
tration) is a statistical measure pf income equality 
ranging from 0 to 1. A measure of 1 indicates perfect 
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inequality, i.e., one person has all the income and the 
rest have none. A measure of 0 indicates perfect 
equality, i.e., all persons having equal shares of income. 
All Gini ratios appearing in thic report were computed 
using grouped data with the excepi n of those in 
table 5. Table 5 G!ni ratios were derivjd from actual 
sorted micro data. For a more detailed discussion, see 
Current Population Reports, Series P-60, No. 123. 

Constant dollars. Some of the income figures for 
previous years have been converted to 1988 constant 
dollars in order to discount for changes in consumer 
prices, lliese adjustments were made based on changes 
in the average annual Consumer Price Index for All 
Urban Consumers (CPI-U). These indexes are shown 
in table A-1. 

Nonresponse. Nonresponse in household surveys 
has two main components. The first, often termed 
noninterview, consists of those occupied sample hous- 
ing units for whiclh no interview was obtained. In the 
March CPS, about 4 to 5 percent of all sample house- 
holds are determined to be noninterviews. Noninter- 
views result because the household members refuse 
to participate in the survey or because the occupants 
could not be found at home at any time during the 
sL'rvey week. The survey weights of the interviewed 
households are adjusted to reflect the loss of these 
noninterviews. The second component of nonresponse, 
usually referred to as item nonresponse, represents 
failure to obtain answers to specific questions for 
households that do participate in the survey. Item 
nonresponse occurs because individuals may refuse 
to answer some questions or because the answers to 
some of the questions are not known and cannot be 
accL ately estimated by the respjndent. The magni- 
tude of item nonresponse for amounts of income 
received varies considerably by the type of ir.come. 
For example, the item nonresponse rate for wage and 
salary amounts was about 17 percent, cc mpared with 
19 percent for Social Security income and 28 percent 
of interest iiiccme. The data processing system used 
for the March CPS makes assignments (imputes) rf 
values when furvey responses are missing. Th«^s3 
imputations are made on a case-by-case basis usjiig 
the respondenfs reported information to develop an 
appropriate substitute value.

Poverty definition. Families and unrelated individuals 
are classified as being above or below the poverty 
level using the poverty index originated at the Social 
Security Administration in 1964 and revised by Fed- 
eral Interagency Committees in 1969 and 1980. The 
poverty indax is based solely on money income and 
does not reflect the fact that many low-income per- 
.sons receive noncash benefits such as food stamps. 
Medicaid, and public housing. The index is based on 
the Department of Agriculture's 1961 Economy Food 
Plan and reflects the different consumption require- 
ments of families based on their size and composition. 
It was determined from tho Department of Agricul- 
ture's 1955 Survey of Food Consumption that families 
of three or more persons spend approximately one- 
third of their income on food; the poverty level for 
these families was, therefore, set at three times the 
cost of the Economy Food Plan. For smaller families 
and persons living alone, the cost of the Economy 
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Food Plan was multiplied by factors that were slightly 
highe. in order to compensate for the relatively larger 
fixed expenses of these smaller households. The 
poverty thresholds are updated every year to reflect 
changes in the Consumer Price Inde^ (CPI-U). The 
average povuily threshold for a family of four was 
$12,092 in 1988, about 4.1 percent higher than the 
comparable 1 987 cutoff of $1 1 ,61 1 . Weighted average 
povert/ thresholds by size of family are shown in table 
A-2. 

Poverty thresholds versus administrative poverty 
income guidelines. The poverty thresholds in table 
A-2 are averages of the 48 different thresholds (which 
vary by family size, number of children and age of 
householder for one- and two-person families) which 
are used by the Census Bureau in determining the 
poverty status of persons from income data furnished 
by respondent surveys and the decennial census. Our 
average poverty thresholds are similar but not identi- 
cal to the "administrative poverty income guidelines" 
which are issued by the Department of Health and 
Human Services (HHS). The HHS poverty guidelines 
are used for admi.nistfative purposes such as deter- 
mining eligibility for a particular assistance program 
rather than for determining poverty status in surveys. 
The guidelines are usually applied in combination with 
other eligibility criteria, such as asset limll^, and may 
be used as multiples (e.g., children in ijmilies with 
income below 1 85 percent of their appropriate income 
guidelines may be eligible for the reduced-price school 
lunch program). 

The HHS guidelines represent rounded versions of 
the average weighted poverty thresholds adjusted to 
provide equal differences between each family size 
(rather than using the equivalency scale inherent in 
the poverty thresholds). The 1989 po <3rty guidelines 
issued in the Federal Register (see Federal Register, 
Volume 54, No. 31, Feb. 16, 1989, pp 7097-7098) are 
based on the 1988 poverty thresholds in table A-2. 
The guidelines use the reference year "1989" since

The poverty thresholds are called "1988" because in 
our March 1989 CPS we ask income information for 
the previous calendar year (1988).

Household. A household consists of all persons who 
occupy a housing unit. A house, an apartment or other 
group of rooms, or a single room is regarded as a 
housir.^ unit when it is occupied or intended for 
occupancy as separate living quarters; that is, when 
the occupants do not live and eat with any other 
persons in the structure and there is direct access 
from the outside or through a common hall. 

A household includes the related family members 
and all the unrelated persons, if any, such a^^ lodgers, 
foster children, wards or employees who share the 
housing unit. A person living alone in a ho'^singunitor 
a groMp of unrelated persons sharing a housin^^ " ait as 
partners is also counted as a household. The count of 
households excludes group quarters. 

Family. The term "family" refers to a group of two or 
more persons (one of whom is the householder) 



related by birth, marriage, or adoptic and residing 
together; all such persons (including related subfamily 
members) are considered members of ^"he same fam- 
ily. Thus, if the son of the housenolder and the son's 
wife are in the household, they are treated as part, of 
the householder's family. However, a lodger and nis 
wife not related to the householder or an unrelated 
servant and his wife are considered as additional 
families not a part of the householder's family. These 
unrelated subfamilies are not included in the count of 
total families. 

Unrelated individuals. The term "unrelated individu- 
als" refers to person': of any age (other than inmates 
of institutions) who a. e not living with any relatives. An 
unrelated individual may be (1) a person living aione 
or with nonrelativtis only, (2) a roomer, boarder, or 
resident employee with no relatives in the household, 
or (3) a group quarters member who has no relative-: 
living with him/her. "l^hus, a widow living by herself or 
with one or more other persons not related to her, a 
lodger not related to the householder or to ar-^^'y^ 
else in the household, and a servant living r:, 
employer's household with no relatives are examples 
o unrelated individuals. 
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Appendix B, Source and Accuracy of Data 



SOURCES OF DATA 



Most estimates in this report come from data obtained 
in March of years 1960 through 1989 from the Current 
Population Survey (CPS). The Bureau of the Census 
conducts the survey every month, although this report 
uses mostly March data for its estimates. Data from 
administrative records, the Annual Housing Survey 
(AHS, now called the American Housing Survey), and 
the Consumer Expenditure Survey (CE) were com- 
bined with Current Population Survey (CPS) data to 
evaluate the number and conditions of persons in 
poverty. The March survey uses two sets of question? 
the basic CPS and the supplements. 



Basic CPS. The basic CPS collects primarily labor 
force data about the civilian noninstitutional popula- 
tion. Interviewers ask questions concerning labor force 
participation about each member 14 years old and 
over in every sample household. The present CPS 
sample was selected from the 1980 decennial census 
files with coverage in all 50 States and the District of 
Columbia. The sample is continually updated to account 
for new residential construction. It is located in 729 
areas comprising 1,973 counties, independent cities, 
and minor civil divisions. About 56,100 occupied hous- 
ing units are eligible for interview every month. Inter- 
viewers are unable to obtain interviews at about 2,500 
of these units because the occupants are not found at 
home after repeated calls or are unavailable for some 
other reason. 

Since the introduction of the CPS, the Bureau of the 
Census has redesigned the CPS sample several times 
to improve the quality and reliability of the data and to 
satisfy changing data needs. The most recent changes 
were completely implemented in July 1985. 

The following table summarizes changes in the CPS 
designs for the years for which data appear in this 
report.

March supplement. In addition io the basic CPS ques- 
tions, interviewers asked supplementary questions in 
March about money income and noncash benefits 
received the previous calendar year. 

To obtain more reliable data for the Hispanic-origin 
population, the March CPS sample was increased by 
about 2,500 eligible housing units, interviewed the 
previous November, that contained at least one sam- 
ple person of Hispanic origin. In addition, the sample 
included persons in the Armed Forces living off post 
or with their families on post. 

Estimation procedure. This survey's estimation pro- 
cedure inflates weighted sample results to indepen- 
dent estimates of the civilian noninstitutional popula- 
tion of tl^e United States by age, sex, race and Hispanicv^on- 
Hispanic categories. The independent estimates were 
based on statistics from decennial censuses of popu- 
lation; statistics on births, deaths, immigration and 
emigration; and statistics on the size of the Armed 
Forces. The independent population estimates used 
for 1980 (March 1981 CPS) to present were based on 
updates to controls established by the 1980 decennial 
census. Data previous to 1980 were based on inde- 
pendent population estimates from the most recent 
decennial census. For more details on the change in 
independent estimates, see the .ejection entitled "Intro- 
duction of 1980 Census Population Controls" in an 
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earlier report (Series P-60, No. 133). The estimation 
procedure for the March supplement included a fur- 
ther adjustment so husband and wife of a household 
received the same weight. 

The estimates in this report for 1983 and later also 
ennploy a revised survey weighting procedure for 
persons of Hispanic origin. In previous years, weighted 
sample results were inflated to independent estimates 
of the noninstitutional population by age, sex, and 
race. There was no specific control of the survey 
estimates for the Hispanic population. Since then, the 
Bureau of the Census developed independent popu- 
lation controls for the Hispanic population by sex and 
detailed age groups. Revised weighting procedures 
incorporate these new controls. The independent pop- 
ulation estimates include some, but not all, undocu- 
mented immigrants. 

Sources of data other than CPS. Much of the data on 
cash and noncash benefits were obtained from admin- 
istrative records. Values of school lunches and food 
stamps are from unpublished data from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Data on Medicaid and Medicare 
were obtained from unpublished data from the Health 
Care Financing Administration (HCFA) of the Depart- 
ment of Health and Human Services. The value of 
public housing was estimated from a model based on 
the 1985 Annual Housing Survey. Refer to Series P-60, 
No. 164-RD-1 for more information. 



ACCURACY OF ESTIMATES 

Since the CPS estimates come from a sample, they 
may differ from figures from a complete census using 
the same questionnaires, instructions, and enumera- 
tors. A sample survey estimate has two possible types 
of en'or: sampling and ncnsampling. The accuracy of 
an estimate depends on both types of error, but the 
full extent of the nonsampling error is unknown. Con- 
sequently, one should be particularly careful when 
interpreting results based on a relatively small number 
of cases or on small differences between estimates. 
The standard en-ors for CPS estimates primarily indi- 
cate the magnitude of sampling error. They also par- 
tially measure the effect of some nonsampling errors 
in responses a.nd enumeration, but do not measure 
systematic biases in the jata. (Bias .w the average over 
all possible samples of the differences between the 
sample estimates and the desired value.) 

Nonsampling variability. Nonsampling errors can be 
attributed to many sources. These sources include the 
inability to obtain information about all cases in the 
sample, definitional difficulties, differences in the inter- 
pretation of questions, respondents' inability or unwill- 
0 ^sss to provide correct information or to recall 
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information, errors made in data collection such as in 
recording or coding the data, errors made in process- 
ing the data, errors made in estimating values for 
missing data, and failure to represent all units with the 
sample (undercoverage). 

CPS undercoverage results from missed housing 
units and missed persons within sample households. 
Compared to the level of the 1980 decennial census, 
overall CPS undercoverage is about 7 percent. CPS 
undercoverage varies with age, sex, and race. Ge.ner- 
ally, undercoverage is larger for males than for females 
and larger for Blacks and other races combined than 
for Whites. As described previously, ratio estimation 
to independent age-sex-race-Hispanic population con- 
trols partially corrects for the bias due to undercover- 
age. However, biases exist in the estimates to the 
extent that missed persons in missed households or 
missed persons in interviewed households have dif- 
ferent characteristics frorn those of interviewed per- 
sons in the same age-sex-race-Hispanic group. Fur- 
thermore, the independent population controls have 
not been adjusted for undercoverage in the 1980 
census. 

Answers to questions about income or noncash 
benefits often depend on the memory or knowledge 
of one person in a household. Recall problems can 
cause underestimates of income in survey data, because 
it is easy to forget minor or irregular sources of 
income. Respondents may also misunderstand what 
the Census Bureau considers income or noncash 
benefits, or may simply be unwilling to answer these 
questions correctly because the questions are consid- 
ered too personal. See appendix C on underreporting 
of income and noncash benefits for more discussion. 

For additional information on nonsampling error 
including the possible impact on CPS data when 
known, refer to Statistical Polioy Working Paper 3, An 
Error Profile: Employment as Measured by the Cur- 
rent Population Survey, Office of Federal Statistical 
Policy and Standards, U.S. Department of Commerce, 
1978 and Technical Paper 40, The Current Population 
Survey: Design and Methodology, Bureau of the Cen- 
sus, U.S. Department of Conmerce. 

Sampling variability. Sampling variability is variation 
that occurred by chance because a sample was sur- 
veyed rather than the entire population. Standard 
errors, as calculated by methods described later in 
"Standard Errors and Their Use," are primarily mea- 
sures of sampling variability, although they may include 
some nonsampling error. 

Comparability of data. Data obtained from the CPS 
and other sources are not entirely comparable. This 
results from differences in interviewer training and 
experience and in differing survey processes. This is 
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an example of nonsampling variability not reflected in 
the standard errors. Use caution when comparing 
results from different sources. 

Caution should also be used when comparing esti- 
mates in this report, which reflect 1980 census-based 
population controls, with estimates for 1979 (from 
March 1980 CPS) and earlier years, which reflect 1970 
census-based population controls. This change in 
population controls had relatively little impact on 
summary measures such as means, medians, and 
percent distributions, but did have a significant impact 
on levels. For example, use of 1980-based population 
controls results in about a 2-percent increase cn the 
civilian noninstitutional population and in the number 
of families and households. Thus, estimates of levels 
for data collected in '1981 and later years will differ 
from those for earlier years by more than what could 
be attributed to actual changes in the population. 
These differences could be disproportionately greater 
for certain subpopulation groups tf/an for the total 
population. 

Since no independent population control totals for 
persons of Hispanic origin were used before 1984, 
compare Hispanic estimates over time cautiously. 

A number of changes were made in data collection 
and estimation procedures beginning with the March 
1980 CPS. The major changes were the use of a more 
detailed income questionnaire, the use of the "house- 
holder" concept instead of the xiaditional "head" con- 
cept, the introduction of the new farm definition, and 
use of more detailed income intervals in the upper 
range of the i/icome distribution. Due to these and 
other changes, one should use caution when compar- 
ing estimates for 1979 through 1988 with estimates for 
earlier years. A description of these changes and the 
effect they had on the data is given in the section 
"Modifications to the March 1^80 CPS" of an earlier 
report (Series P-60, No. 130). 

Another major change is that income and poverty 
estimates for 1985 are the first based entirely on 
households selected from the 1980 census-based 
sample design. Estimates by type of residence cate- 
gory such as metropolitan, non metropolitan, farm and 
nonfarm, which were omitted from the 1984 report 
because of the mixed 1970 and 1980 census sampling 
frame used for the March 1985 CPS, have been 
resumed. The residence categories reflect metropoli- 
tan areas defined as of June 1984. In addition, the 
March 1986 supplement questionnaire was revised to 
enable the coding of higher amounts of earnings from 
longest job. 

Note when using small estimates. Summary mea- 
sures (such as medians and percent distributions) are 
shown only when the bass is 75,000 or greater. 
Because of the large standard errors involved, sum- 
^ mary measures would probably not reveal useful

information when computed on a smaller base. How- 
ever, estimated numbers are shown even though the 
relative standard errors of these numbers are larger 
than those for corresponding percentages-. These smaller 
estimates permit combinations of the categories to 
suit data users' needs. Take care in the interpretation 
of small differences. For instance, even a small amount 
of nonsampling error can cause a borderline differ- 
ence to appear significant or not, thus distorting a 
seemingly vaiid hypothesis test. 

Estimation of median incomes. The methodology for 
computing median income has been changed over 
the past few years. The computations have been done 
using either Fareto interpolation or linear interpola- 
tion. Currently, linear interpolation is used to estimate 
all medians. Pareto interpolation assumes a decreas- 
ing density of population within an income interval, 
whereas linear interpolation assumes a constant den- 
sity of population within an income interval. Estimates 
of median income for 1979 through 1987 and associ- 
ated standard errors ha>/e been calculated using Pareto 
interpolation if the estimate is larger than $20,000 for 
persons or $40,000 for families and households, that 
is, where the width of the income interval containing 
the estimate is greater than $2,500. Estimates of 
median income for 1976, 1977, and 1978 and associ- 
ated standard errors were calculated using Pareto 
interpolation if the estimate was larger than $12,000 
for persons or $18,000 for families and households, 
that is, where the width of the income interval contain- 
ing the estimate is greater than $1,000. All other 
estimates of median income and associated standard 
errors for 1976 through 1987 and almost all of the 
estimates of median income and associated standard 
errors for 1975 and earlier were calculated using linear 
interpolation. Thus, caution must be exercised when 
comparing median incomes above :>12,000 for per- 
sons or $18,000 for families and households for dif- 
ferent years. Median incomes below those levels are 
more comparable from year to year since they have 
always been calculated using linear interpolation. For 
an indication of the comparability of medians calcu- 
lated using Pareto interpolation with medians calcu- 
lated using linear interpolation, see Series P-60, No. 
114, Money Income in 1976 of Families and Persons 
in the United States. 

Standard errors and their use. A number of approxi- 
mations are required to derive, at a moderate cost, 
standard errors applicable to all the estimates in this 
report. Instead of providing an individual standard 
error for each estimate, two parameters, a and b, are 
provided to calculate standard errors for each type of 
characteristic. These parameters are listed in tables 
B-1 and B-2. Tabie B-3 gives factors (f) to adjust 
standard errors for estimates prior to 1988.

The sample estimate and its standard error enable 
one to construct a confidence interval, a range that 
would include the average result of all possible sam- 
ples with a known probability. For example, if all 
possible samples were surveyed under essentially the 
same general conditions and using the same sample 
design, and if an estimate and ils standard error were 
calculated from each sample, then approximately 90 
oercent of the intervals from 1.6 standard errore

samples. However, one can say with specified confi- 
dence that the interval includes the average estimate 
calculated from all possible samples. 

Some statements in the report may contain esti- 
mates followed by a number in parentheses. This 
number can be added to and subtracted from the 
^ estimate to calculate upper and lower bounds of the 
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90-percent confidence interval. For example, if a state- 
ment contains the phrase "grew by 1 .7 percent (± 1 .0)/' 
the 90 percent confidence interval for the estimate, 1.7 
percent, is 0.7 percent to 2.7 percent. 

Standard errors may also be used to perform hypoth- 
esis testing, a procedure for distinguishing between 
population parameters using sample estimates. The

most common type of hypothesis appearing in this 
report is that the population parameters are different. 
An example of this would be comparing the median 
annual income of Black families to the median annual 
income of White families. 

Tests may be performed at various levels of signif- 
icance, where a significance level is the probability of 
concluding that the characteristics are different when, 
in fact, they are the same. All statements of compari- 
son in the text have passed a hypothesis test at the 
0.1 0 level of significance or better. This means that the 
absolute value of the estimated difference between 
characteristics is greater than or equal to 1.6 times the 
standard error of the difference.

Standard errors of estimated percentages. The reli- 
ability of an estimated percentage, computed using 
sample data for both numerator and denominator, 
depends on the size of the percentage and its base. 
Estimated percentages are relatively more reliable 
than the corresponding estimates of the numerators 
of the percentages, particulariy if the percentages are 
50 percent or more. When the numerator and denom- 
inator of the percentage are in different categories, 
use the parameter from table B-1 indicated by the 
numerator.

The estimates can be numbers, per- 
centages, ratios, etc. The correlation coeffic'ent, r, can 
be determined from table B-4 for year-to-year com- 
parisons for poverty or income estimates of numbers 
and proportions; for other comparisons assume that r 
equals zero.

Standard error of a median. The sampling variability 
of an estimated median depends on the form of the 
distribution and size of the base. One can approximate 
the reliability of an estimated median by determining a 
confidence interval about it. (See the section "Stand- 
ard Errors and Their Use" for a general discussion of 
confidence intervals.) 

Estimate the 68-percent confidence limits of a median 
based on sample data using the following procedure. 

1. Determine, using formula (2), the standard error 
of the estimate of 50 percent from the distribution. 

2. Add to and subtract from 50 percent the standard 
error determined in step 1. 

3. Using the distribution of the characteristic, deter- 
mine upper and lower limits of the 68-percent 
confidence interval by calculating values corre- 
sponding to the two points established in step 2.

Use of the above procedure could result in stand- 
ard en'ors which differ from those given in the detailed 
tables. The reasons for this discrepancy are the use of 
a more detailed distribution than that given in the 
tables in determining the published standard errors, 
and the rounding of the numbers to thousands in the 
published tables. Linear interpolation was almost always 
used to compute the published medians and standard 
errors. Occasionally, a median may lie in an open- 
ended interval. To calculate its standard error the user 
must call Housing and Household Economics Statis- 
tics Division oi the Census Bureau to obtain the 
detailed distribution. 

Illustration, In table 14 the median earnings for male 
workers was $20,61 2 in 1988. The size, or base, of the 
distribution from which this median was determined 
was 70,467,000 male workers.

The standard error of the numerator, s^i and that of 
the denominator, Sy, may be calculated using formula 
(1). In formula (10), r represents the con-elation between 
the numerator and the denominator of the estimate. 

For one type of ratio, the denominator is a count of 
families or households and the numerator is a count of 
persons in those families or households with a certain 
characteristic. If there is at least one person with the 
characteristic in every family or household, use 0.7 as 
an estimate of r. An example of this type is the mean 
number of children per family with children. 

For all other types of ratios, r is assumed to be zero. 
If r is actually positive (negative), then this procedure 
will provide an overestimate (underestimate) of the 
ct=^ndard en^or of the ratio. Examples of this type are 
the mean number of children per family and the 
poverty rate. 

NOTE: For estimates expressed as the ratio of x per

families below the poverty level, x, was 6,876,000 and 
the total numbci of all families, y, was 65,837,000. This

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Appendix C. Underreporting of Income 



In general, estimates of the number of income 
recipients and amounts derived from household sur- 
veys are somewhat less than comparable estimates 
derived from independent sources based on admin- 
istrative records such as tax returns, W-2 forms, and 
Social Security benefit records. This underestimation 
is commonly referred to as "underreporting." There 
are three main causes for income underreporting in 
surveys: 1) failure to report receipt of a specific 
income type, 2) reporting an amount that was less 
than the actual amount received, and 3) reporting the 
source of income incorrectly. 

Measuring the magnitude of underreporting in the 
March CPS is difficult, especially for some income 
types, First, to estimate underreporting of recipients, 
an independent estimate of persons receiving the 
income source at any time during the calendar year 
must be calculated. While data on income recipients 
by month are available for many government benefit 
programs, no data are available for a calendar-year 
period. Since the "turnover" in some programs such 
as Aid to families with Dependent Children and unem- 
ployment compensation is significant, it is difficult to 
derive a calendar-year recipient estimate from these 
monthly administrative sources. Second, estimates 
available from administrative sources must be adjusted 
to the CPS universe (noninstitutional population). Third, 
certain administrative sources are also subject to 
errors. For example, tax filers tend to underreport 
income on tax returns, therefore, establishing bench- 
marks based on tax return data would not capture the 
full extentof underreporting. Also, not all persons are 
required to file tax returns. 

Because it is easier to compute independent esti- 
mates of the total amount of income received than the 



numbe'' of income recipients, most estimates of under- 
reporting are based on comparisons of aggregate 
income amounts derived from independent sources 
and survey data. This method of measuring underre- 
porting combines the effects of all underreporting 
causes listed earlier. This method is^ not without prob- 
lems, however. There are, for instance, significant 
differences between sources of independent esti- 
mates for the same income type, especially for self- 
employment, interest, dividends, and rental incomes. 
Also, some independent estimates, such as the Bureau 
of Economic Analysis' personal income series, undergo 
revisions thereby substantially altering the measures 
of underreporting. 

Since the derivation of independent estimates is a 
significant undertaking, it is only attempted periodi- 
cally. The last detailed effort for the March CPS was 
completed for 1 983. A summary of the underreporting 
for key income sources is shown in table C-1. Overa*^ 
the level of CPS underreporting was about 10 percent, 
however, the level varied widely between individual 
types of income. Underreporting tends to be more 
pronounced for public assistance, unemployment and 
workers' compensation, and property income. The 
apparent survey overestimation for self-employment 
income reflects the difficulty in developing compara- 
ble independent figures. 

Finally, various population subgroups receive a 
higher proportion of their total income from certain 
income sources, such as interest and dividends for the 
elderly and public assistance for female-family house- 
holders. The differential underreporting between income 
types, therefore, affect the estimates of some popula- 
tion subgroups more than others.

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Appendix D. Incorporatiing Taxes and Noncash Benefits Into 
the Definition of Income 



The income and poverty data presented in the main 
body of this report are based on the amount of money 
income received during a calendar year before any 
taxes and excluding capHal gams. This definition of 
income is narrov/ and does not provide a completely 
satisfactory measure of the distribution of income. 
The omission of data on taxes, capital gains, and the 
value of noncash benefits may affect comparisons 
overtime and between population subgroups. 

The narrow income definition reflects the content 
of the March Current Population Survey question- 
naire. The March questionnaire contains no questions 
about income or other taxes and, until 1980, con- 
tained no questions about Xi\e receipt of noncash 
benefits. Since March 19S0, the questionnaire has 
included items on the receipt of benefits from govern- 
ment programs (e.g., food stamps, housing assis- 
tance. Medicare, and Medicaid) and from employers 
(e.g., health insurance). 

The Census Bureau has had a research program on 
the measurement of taxes and the value of noncash 
benefits for the past few years and has published a 
report entitled Measuring the Effect of Benefits and 
Taxes on income and Poverty: 1986 (Current Popula- 
tion Reports, Series P-60, No. 164-f«D-l, issued Decem- 
ber 1988). That report presented calculations showing 
how income and poverty estimates changed when 
specific taxes were deducted and specific benefits 
were added to the income definition. Tables D-1 and 
D-2 present updated estimates of the incremental 
effect of benefits and taxes on income and poverty for 
1987. It is not yf' possible to prepare updated esti- 
mates for 1988 because the Internal Revenue Service 
(IRS) data that are used for estimating taxes and 
capital gains are not yet available. The data that are 
necessary for estimating the income value of benefits 
for 1988 are available, and tables D-3 through D-10 
show the effect on income and poverty estimates of 
adding certain benefits to the income definition. 

The income definitions that are shown in table D-1 
are explained below. 

1. Money income excluding capital gains before 
taxei>\ This is the official definition used in the 
main body of this report. 

2. Definition 1 less government cast) transfers. Gov- 
^ ernment cash transfers include nonmeans-tested 
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transfers such as Social Security payments, unem- 
ployment compensation, and government educa- 
tional assistance (e.g.. Pell Grants), as well as 
means-tested transfers such as AFDC and SSI. 

3. Definition 2 plus capital gains. See Current Popu- 
lation Reports, Series P-60, No. 164-RD-1 for a 
description of the method of estimati'/ig capital 
gains. 

4. Definition 3 plus healtti insurance supplements to 
v^age or salary income. Employer-provided health 
insurance coverage is treated as part of total 
worker compensation. 

5. Definition 4 less Federal income taxes. See Cur- 
rent Population Reports, Series P-60, No. 164- 
RD-1 for a description of the method of estimating 
Federal income taxes. 

6. Definition 5 less State income taxes. See Current 
Population Reports, Series P-60, No. 164-RD-1 for 
a description of the method of estimating State 
income taxes. 

7. Definition 6 /ess Social Security payroll taxes.See 
Current Population Reports, Series P-60, No. 164- 
RD-1 for a description of the method of estimating 
Social Security payroll taxes. 

8. Definition 7 plus nonmeans-tested government 
casfi transfers. Nonmeans-tested government cash 
transfers include Social Security payments, unem- 
ployment compensation, worker's compensation. 
Veteran's pensions, U.S. Railroad Retirement, Black 
Lung payments. Pell Grants, and other govern- 
ment educational assistance (Pell Grant<^are income- 
tested but are included here because they are 
very different from the assistance programs that 
are included in the means-tested category). 

9. Definition 8 plus nonmeans-tested government 
noncasti transfers. Nonmeans-tested government 
noncash transfers include Medicare coverage and 
regular-price school meals. (See Current Popula- 
tion Reports, Series P-60, No. 164-RD-1 for a 
description of the method of calculating the income 
value of Medicj».re coverage.) 

10. Definition 9 plus means-tested government casfi 
transfers. Means-tested government cash trans- 
fers include AFDC, SSI, other public assistance 
programs, and means-tested Veteran's payments. 

08 
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1 1 . Definition 10 plus means-tested government non- 
cast) transfers. Means-tested government non- 
cash transfers include Medicaid coverage, food 
stamps, rent subsidies, and free and reduced- 
price school lunches. (See Current Population 
Reports, Series P-60, No. 164-RD-1 for a descrip- 
tion of the methods used to calculate the income 
values of Medicaid coverage and rent subsidies.) 

12. Definition 1 1 plus net imputed return on equity in 
own home. See Current Population Reports, Series 
P-60, No. 164-RD-1 for a description of the method 
used to calculate the net imputed return on equity 
in own home. 

The inclusion of taxes and noncash benefits in the 
income definition has a modest effect on median 
household income. The 1987 median based on defi- 
nition 1 was $25,986 and the median based on defini- 
tion 12 was $26,525. 

Readers should note that some changes have been 
made in certain of the tax and income categories since 
the release of P-60, No. 164-RD-1. The effect of earned 
income tax credits is now included in adjustments for 
Federal income taxes; Peli Grants and other govern- 
ment educational assistance are now counted as part 
of govemment cash transfers; and VA payments are 
now separated into those that are means-tested and 
those that are not (they were formerly classified as 
entirely nonmeans-tested). 

Table D-2 shows the number dnd percent of per- 
sons in poverty using 11 definitions of income (PI 
through P11). The definitions are similar to those 
shown in table D-1 but there are some differences in 
the grouping of taxes and benefits. The different 
groups were adopted to show the individual effects of 
Medicare and Medicaid coverage on poverty status. 
The data show substantial differences in poverty rates 
by income definition. The overall effect of including 
taxes and noncash benefits in the income definition 
was to produce a poverty rate that was considerably 
lower than the official rate (the rate was 13.5 percent 
using income definition PI and 9.8 percent using 
income definition P11). 

Tables D-3 through D-10 show income and poverty 
estimates for 1988 and 1987 (the 1987 income esti- 
mates are shown in 1988 dollars)^ based on seven 
definitions of income (definition 1 and definitions a 
through f). The definitions are not comparable to 
those shown in tables D-1 and D-2 or those used in 
P-60, No. 1 64-RD-1 because the IRS data that are used 



to estimate taxes and capital gains are not yet avail- 
able for calendar year 1988. A forthcoming report will 
include estimates of the effect of taxes for 1988. 

The income definitions shown in tables D-3 through 
D-10 are explained below: 

1. Money income (excluding capital gains) before 
taxes. This is the official definition used in the 
main body of this report, 

IA. Definition 1 plus health insurance supple- 
ments to wage or salary income. Employer-provided 
health insurance coverage is treated as part of 
total worker compensation. 

IB. Definition 1A less government cash trans- 
fers. Government cash transfers include nonmeans- 
tested transfers such as Social Security payments, 
imemployment compensation, and government 
educational assistance (e.g.. Pell Grants) as w .i 
as means-tested transfers such as AFDC and SSI. 

IC. Definition IB plus nonmeans-tei.ted govern- 
ment cash transfers. Nonmeans-teste(i govern- 
ment cash transfers include Social Security pay- 
ments, unemployment compensation, worker's 
compensation. Veteran's pensions, U.S. Railroad 
Retirement, Black Lung payments. Pell Grants, 
and other government educational assistance (Pell 
Grants are income-tested but are included here 
because they are very different from the assis- 
tance programs that are included in the means- 
tested category). 

ID. Definition 1C plus nonmeans-tested gov- 
ernment noncash transfers. Nonmeans-tested gov- 
ernment noncash transfers include Medicare cov- 
erage and regular-price school meals. (See Current 
Population Reports, Series P-60, No. 164-RD-1 for 
a description of the method of calculating the 
income value of Medicare coverage.) 

IE. Definition ID plus means-tested govern- 
ment cash transfers. Means-tested government 
cash transfers include AFDC, SSI, other public 
assistance programs, and means-tested Veteran's 
payments. 

IF. Definition IE plus means-tested govern- 
ment noncash transfers. Means-tested govern- 
ment noncash transfers include Medicaid cover- 
age, food stamps, rent subsidies, and free and 
reduced-price school lunches. (See Current Pop- 
ulation Reports, Series P-60, No. 164-RD-1 for a 
description of the methods used to calculate the 
income values of Medicaid coverage and rent 
subsidies.) 



The 1987 constant dollar median income under definition 1 
($26,984) was different than the comparable median shown In table 
A of this report ($27,139), since in this calculation each household's 
income was adjusted for Inflation, and the median was based on the 
resulting distribution. In table A, constant dollar medians were 
computed by simply adjusting the 1987 median for inflation. 
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The seven definitions produced similar results when 
median household income in 1988 was compared 
with median household income in 1987, and when 
1988-to-1987 comparisons were made for the percent 
of persons in poverty. None of the definitions showed 
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a poverty change that was statistically significant, and 
only one of the definitions (IB) showed a statistically 
significant income change. 

One of the major findings of the 1986 report on the 
effect of benefits and taxes was that nonmeans-tested 
transfers had a stronger effect on poverty than means- 
tested transfers. The data in table D-4 confirm this 
finding for 1988. The incremental effect of adding 
nonmeans-tested transfers (cash and noncash) to the 
income distribution was to reduce the overall poverty 
rate fronn 19.8 percent to 13.2 percent. The rate fell 
from 13.2 percent to 10.5 percent when cash and 
noncash means-tested transfers were added to the 



definition. Nonmeans-tested cash transfers had a par- 
ticularly strong effect on the poverty status of persons 
65 years old and over. The poverty rate for this group 
was 47.5 percent before nonmeans-tested cash trans- 
fers (primarily Social Security) were added to the 
income definition and 13.8 percent after. 

The data in this appendix are based on procedures 
and techniques described in P-60, No. 164-RD-1 and 
interested readers should see that report for a descrip- 
tion of measurement techniques and measurement 
issues.

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Appendix E. Bureau of Labor Statistics' Statement on the 
Use of the CPI-U-X1 



The Bureau of Labor Statistics (BLS) developed an 
experimental Consumer Price Index (CPI-U-X1) for 
researchers who wish to make historical comparisons 
with the cun-ent Consumer Price Index for All Urban 
Consumers (CPI-U) which uses the rental equivalence 
approach to measuring shelter services. Prior to 1983, 
the measurement of homeowner costs included changes 
in the asset value of homes. Recognizing that this 
approach mixed the investment and consumption 
aspects of homeownership, the BLS initiated an exten- 
sive research effort in the early 1970's to develop a 
better methodology. Following extensive study and 
testing, the CPI-U was officially converted to a rental 
equivalence measure in 1983. This rental equivalent 
approach is a methodology that isolates the shelter 
services component and, therefore, is a superior mea- 
sure. 

When the new methodology was introduced, the 
historical series were not revised. Price indexes are 
used for escalation and other contractual purposes 



that require the parties to agree on one official series. 
Moreover, the BLS did not have the basic data or the 
resources to convert all of its historical series (includ- 
ing local area indexes) to the new methodology. The 
refinements that were ultimately developed before 
the methodology was officially introduced into the 
CPI— notably a larger sannple of renters and a reweight- 
ing of the shelter component— could notbe incorpo- 
rated into the CPI-U-X1. Nonetheless, for many pur- 
poses the CPI-U-X1 can serve as an adequate proxy 
for what the national index would have been using the 
rental equivalence measure. Therefore, BLS reconn- 
mends the use of the CPI-U-X1 to those who need to 
use a CPI series that treats honneowner costs consis- 
tently over time.

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Appendix F. Estimates of Income and Poverty Using the 
CPI-U-XI 



The poverty statistics in the report are based on a 
poverty definition developed by the Social Security 
Administration (SSA) in 1964 and revised in 1969 and 
1981. Poverty thresholds are adjusted annually for 
changes in the Consumer Price Index (CPI). The Fed- 
eral Government's official poverty statistics are based 
on annual adjustments made using the official CPI for 
all urban consumers (CPI-U). The availability of the 
experimental CPI-U-XI series has led many analysts 
to consider the effect of a consistent treatment of the 
housing component in the CPI. (See appendix E for a 
statement from the Bureau of Labor Statistics on the 
use of the CPI-U-XI.) 

The experimental poverty statistics [Presented in 
this appendix are based on the poverty definition 
developed by the SSA in 1964, but the annual adjust- 
ment for cost-of-living changes are based on the 
CPI-U-XI. (See the section 'Trends in Income and 
Poverty Based on the CPI-U versus CPI-U-XI" in the 
text of this report for an analysis of the results.) The 
poverty estimates in this appendix were derived using 
micro-level data from CPS files and poverty thresh- 
olds adjusted by the CPI-U-XI . Average poverty thresh- 
olds for 1 988 based on the CPI-U-XI are shown in the 
following table. 

It should be noted that to be consistent with official 
poverty estimates through time, poverty thresholds 
were recalculated based on the poverty definition 
which applied in that year. For example, current pov- 
erty thresholds vary by the size of the family and the 
nunnber of children under 18. Prior to 1982, in addition 
to family size and number of children, the poverty 
thresholds also varied by farm/no nfarm residence and
